Cuttlefish bone is fam iliar to most 
people, as it is seen thrust between the 
bars of a bird cage for birds to fleck at 
Birds clean their beaks on it. and the; 
like to oat it. 
Hut cuttlefish bone has 
o 'her aud more interesting uses. 
It 
is used In the manufacture of tooth 
powder and of polishing powder aud 
in the making of a prepared food for 
birds, but perhaps the most interest­ 
ing of its uses is in tile making of 
molds in which to cast gold rings. 
Some gold ringv* are cast In tiny 
fiasks containing molds of fine sand; 
others are stamped out with a die. 
Wedding rings ure made from a drawn 
tube of gold in which the rounded out­ 
er shape of the ring is produced on a 
mandrel, 
the 
several 
sections 
thus 
formed being then sawed off even 
when finished and polished to form a 
perfect ring. 
Hut of the vast number 
of solid gold rings produced by manu­ 
facturing jewelers, including rings to 
be mounted with stonos. 75 per cent 
are cast in cuttlefish bone molds. 
Such a mold can be used but once, 
and so the nmnufacturing Jeweler uses 
a lot of cuttlefish bone. 
The molds 
may be made in two, three, four or 
live parts, according to the elaborate­ 
ness of the ring to be molded. 
The 
bone serves both aas fiask and ais mold­ 
ing material. 
Suppose the molder Is to make for a 
ring comparatively simple in shape a 
three part mold. 
Ile sits at a bench 
on which he has bmss patterns of the 
rings to be molded, 
The manufactur­ 
ing jeweler tins hundreds, many hun-

Handy by the molder ban a box of 
cuttlefish bine. Only boue of the finest 
quality aud finest texture 1s used, lied 
su-h bone serves for this purpose ad­ 
mirably. 
Under pressure of an object 
upon it this bone breaks down perfect­ 
ly and with no surrounding fractures 
or fissures, it takes an impression prac­ 
tically as perfect as a plastic mate­ 
rial would do, while at the same time 
It stands up perfectly around the im ­ 
pression made. 
The molder takes a cuttlefish bono 
In its fam iliar oval shape and with a 
little sharp toothed saw saws off the 
tapering sides and the ends, leaving 
a keystone shaped or an oblong block. 
Then straight across he saws off one 
end of this block about a quarter of 
Its length from the eud, and then the 
larger piece he saws through from side 
to side midway of its thickness. 
Now 
he has the original block of boue di­ 
vided into three parts. 
He rubs the face of each of these 
parts perfectly smooth on a metal plate 
set before him conveniently in the 
bench, and then the material is ready 
for use as a mold. 
The molder turns 
one of the two bigger blocks over on 
the bench with the smoothed surface 
up aud picks up tile model ring, and 
with a deft, sure touch he presses this 
model down for half its thickness all 
around into the delicately fragile but 
evenly 
textured 
bone—this 
in 
the 
case i f a; three piece mold at one end 
of the block, leaving the head or cAip 
of the ring projecting beyond the end 
edge. 
Next he picks up the other half 
of this block, turns its smooth face 
down and presses that down upon the 
ring as it lies with half its thickness 
projecting above the surface of the 
lower block, and now he has a mold of 
the ring complete except for the pro­ 
jecting head. 
At this stage he picks up that end 
piece of the bone that he had sawed 
off and presses that with its smooth 
face down uj>on the ring's head, so tak­ 
ing a ai im p re ssio n of that. and then he 
has the mold complete, but with the 
model ring inside of it. 
Now he scores lightly this model out 
side, across Its side edges, and he score* 
linos from the top block to tile sides 
so that when he has taken the mold 
apart he can put it together again pre­ 
cisely as it should be. and then he

Q.— Do you think that there is any 
virtue in the relic* of Saints and M a r ­ 
tyrs who lived some centuries ago? We 
sometimes hear of marvelous "cures" 
wrought by the "bones of St. Anne," or 
Saint thie and that, and I know of in ­ 
stances where ignorant and supersti­ 
tious people have worshipped some of 
these relics. 
What is your opinion of 
these, and is there any Scripture fo u n ­ 
dation for this custom ? 
(Farley.) 
Answer.—The poet Milton wrote:— 
fh rn m ight you see, cow ls, hoods and 
habits, 
W ith their wearers, tossed and fluttered 
into rags; 
Then relics, beads, indulgences, dispenses. 
pardons, bulls, 
The sport of winds; all these upwhtrled 
aloft. 
Fly to the rearward o f the world, far off. 
Into a limbo, large and broad; 
Since called, the P aradise of fools. 
There are no Scriptures that warrant 
the worshipping of relics, images, etc., 
arni these practices have been discon­ 
tinued by all enlightened classes of 
people, and are gradually lx*ing discon­ 
tinued by those who are breaking a way 
from tile darkness and superstitions of 
the past. 
The Israelites of old were 
severely punished by the Lord because 
of their worshipping of images, relics, 
etc. 
'File custom of image worship 
originated In the old pagan religious 
system of Ancient Home, and from tlTh 
savage tribes of former days 


Q.— Can 
you 
explain 
the 
Savior's 
word* to Nicodemus— “ Except a man 
be borA of water, and of the spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of God?" 
John iii, 5. 
(Pharisee.) 
Answer.—The Jew ish nation wns a 
consecrated nation, a covenant people. 
They were all baptized into Moses in 
til*- sea and In the cloud when they left 
Egypt. 
God accepted them In Moses, 
the mediator of their covenant, at M t 
Sinai; but, at the tim e Jesus was npenk 
lng, they had forgotten their covenant, 
some were openly living as publicans 
and sinners, and many others were 
self-righteous hypocrites. 
John’s min­ 
istry, therefore, w as repentance and 
baptism for the remission of sins—a re­ 
turn to God and to n recognition of the 
covenant made; the baptism signifying 
the 
repentance and 
reformation 
of 
heart aud life. Nicodemus was a Jew, 
and no Jew- could become a follower of 
the Ix>rd Jesus and enter into the king­ 
dom. until first of all he had expert 
•need this reformation and had been 
baptized, “born of water.” In addition 
to tb|s there must be the begetting of 
the spirit, and then in the resurrection, 
the birth to tlx* spirit nature—"born of 
the spirit” Only those who experience 
this complete reformation of heart and 
mind, and who are “changed" in the 
resurrection, will ever enter Into the 
kingdom of God. 


Q.— Does Revelation xi, 15, infer, as 
aom* seem to believe, that the living 
nations will be converted end become 
the kingdoms of G od and His Ch rist? 
(J. S.) 
Answer.—From the many Scriptures 
describing the conditions which would 
exist in the last da J s of this present evil 
world or dispensation, we are forced to 
Hie conclusion that the kingdoms of 
the earth will never yield to gentle 
persuasion and thus be converted to 
Christ and His righteous laws of jus­ 
tice and love. 
In place of the living 
nations rejoicing and being glad when 
the Savior conies to set up Ills king­ 
dom; we read that they will be 'an­ 
gry" (verse xviii! and the Lord's wrath 
will lie upon them, which would not 
be the case were they “converted.” 
Again we read “And in the days of 
these kings (kingdoms) shall the God 
of heaven set up a kingdom which 
shall never be destroyed: and the king­ 
dom shall not be left to other people, 
but It shall break In pieces and con­ 
sume ail these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand forever.” 
4 Dan lei ii. 44, 45.) 
Here the Prophet is describing the de­ 
struction of all the present kingdoms 
and governments to make way for the 
establishment of the kingdom of our 
God. 
See also Daniel ii. 34, 35, where 
It is pictured forth by the Prophet 
that the destruction will be complete. 


Q.— Shall we deplore the lack of a 
Hom er, Plato, Shakespeare, when we 
consider that thousands are fam iliar 
today with their w ritings; thanks to 
Guttenberg?

o an extraordinary ability as an 
executive. 
He 
pointed

instances where 
ickson and Lee had held pri- 
v tte council, and when Jackson’s 
ideas were carried out, it deve­ 
loped that he had made no error, 
while on the other hand, when 
Lee failed to adhere to Jackson’s 
feleas, it usually terminated in 
disaster. 
Mr. Callaway took the position 
against a large standing arm\. 
/stilting that the world had re 
e cognized the Civil War one of 
the biggest in the history of 
the world, and that the South 
had 
displayed 
more 
valor 
and ability as soldiers, not with­ 
standing the fact that they were 
volunteers without one bit of 
practice. 
He also referred to 
^.Jackson who had only had six 
months training, and while he 
is recognized as one of the best 
generals in the history of the 
world, he was in the service less 
than two years from the time he 
entered the civil war. 
Many interesting accounts of 
battles were referred to bv the 
^sneaker, and a large number of 
flgu res from each army dealt 
with 
proved 
interesting and 
valuable to his hearers. 
In conclusion, 
Mr. Callaway 
said; “ All Hie history of the 
world shows, in all the battles 
of the earth, that there never 
has been surpassed either in 
strategic work, in courage dis­ 
placed, in fortitude, in endur 
alice* anything superior to what 
the Americans displayed in the 
fight among themselves. 
There 
never has been a generalist!) 
>fcsplayed to equal that display­ 
ed by the American people in 
the Civil War. 
And it is con 
ceded by those of the North that 
we outgeneraled them in that 
war. 
It is conceded by them 
that we had a superior soldiery 
t(> them in the war, and we had 
it for the reason that we con­ 
scripted our citizens and they 
banqueted whoever they could 
gel in. 
The great bulk of that 
soldiery came from men who 
were not old in army service. 
John B. Gordon was educated 
for a preacher. 
When he was

preacher, but into a miner, and

individual steer must lie dealt with. 
aud the bunch as a whole must la* 
Kl ven close attention, as individual 
feeding pays tn*st. 
The steer that has been used to a 
heating food for some time naturally 
craves a change to something cooling 
aud succulent 
However, at ibis stage 
It Is not always what a steer like** 
that eat .-es bim to fatten most satis 
factorily 
Good feeders aud herdsmen 
are often quoted as saving that steers 
mid other animals should In* fed what 
they relish the most. but Iii changing 
the food re*ion from tJd lo new corn 
many cases would prove very urn-or- 
cessio!. 
Succulent feeds are Seldom 
eaten In sufficiently large amounts to 
make rapid growth possible. 
Situations often arise when tin* old 
corn supply has run low, the eat tie 
market Is on the slump, aud the pros 
peots of obtaining a fair price on the 
market are poor.
